Heavy Loss By Fire. 

Waukegan has suffored another loss by 
fire,' the Alschuler Wrapper Factory being 
heavily damaged by. a conflagration late 
Saturday evening. 

■ The fire was discovered by a locomdtiye 
engiaeor of the Northwestern railroad, who 
immediately pulled the locomotive whistle 
open. The series of frantic blasts- by the 
locomotive waa followed by the Bbrisk of 
the fire alarm whistle which brought out 
the fire deportm ent. The fire was di scov- 
ered as it broke from the windows at, the 
southeast corner of the Eecond floor of the 
factors* building and it is.evident ;lhat the. 
blaze had gained much headway before 
that moment.' The damage, to the build- 
ing is greatest at. that point, the ciiling 
being burned through. "'From that, point 
the fire spread : with' -a sufficient .bent to 
break all i he windows and char and blister 
the 'woodwork,' and ruin rows upon rows of 
expensive tewing machines. The machines 
are bent and twisted by the heat beyond 
probability of " repair.

The Ilrgt night of our Journey wai 
spent at Ash ford, in .Connecticut 
where, wo arrived late In the. evening;

forced upon our attention.

BUrfnco of the- six continents they 
would be covered with Its snowy pow- 
der to a depth of over two hundred feet, 
; To put It another way, If all the carfh 
we're salt water, there would be enough 
Bait in ft to make two globes of solid 
salt very little smaller than our moon. 



A Gigantic Meteorite.

wulck Colombln hnd already granted con- 
cessions to n private company. . 

The treaty of ISifl gavi to tho United 
States tho right to land troops to pre- 
serve the peace In the Isthmus of Panama 
for tho purpose of keeping It free for the 
transit of commerce. This, right hat 
become a. duty with tho. United States,, 
and. all tho nations- of Europe look to. 
this .country to preserve" peace la the 
Isthmus. So Important has this hceom* 
that In tho rcccut troubles Admiral Casey 
Issued an order against the transporta- 
tion of Colombian troops on tho Panama 
railroad test It should bring about an 
attack by the Insurgents and block the. 
transit of tho Isthmus. - The Colombian 
government protested against Admiral 
Casey's order as subverting Colombian 
sovereignty in Panama. As a' matter of 
courtesy to Colombia the order woe some- 
what modified, but tho right to Issuo such 
all order was maintained. • There Is no 
doubt that the treaty of 18-10 practically 
makes tho .United States the sovereign 
Ja tho Isthmus, Colombia cow recog- 
nizes tha$ fact and wants tho treaty ab- 
rogated. This she demands ns the quid 
pro quo for her consent to tbe transfer 
of the French coriccuslons to this coun- 
try. But if tho canal should be built on 
the Pannma route there would be all the 
more reason for tho United States keen- 
l»g tho rights It has In the Isthmus If not 
for assuming, nominal -as' Veil as actually 
sovereignty. The negotiations wore at 
tho breaking .point when Minister Con- 
cha handed Ja his resignation. It re- 
mains to he soon whether this will mend 
matters any. 

At this juncture It looks as U the 
government might wash Its bands out of 
the Panama canal and commence work 
on tho Nlcnrngua route, along. which It 
can secure concessions, which 'Would 
amount to nominal and actual eorerciiu- 
ty. 

BIG BEEF COMBINES. . 




Two Consolidations BelntcConstdered— 
Block Yard* to He Merged, 

According to a Chicago dispatch, two 
big consolidations are planned by beef 
Interests. The packers will combine Qr*t, 
and then effect a merger of all the stock 
yards la the country. With the excep- 
tion of the Chicago stock yards, which 
are controlled In Boston, all the proper- 
ties involved are owned and controlled 
by the owners of tho principal beef pack- 
ing plants, 

Tho different yards that probably, will 
be Included in tho doal, aside from ^tho 
Chicago yards, are tbois. at Kanaoa'Clty, 
East St. Louli, St. "Joseph," Mo.[ Fort 
Worth, Texas; South Omaha and Sioux 
City, Iowa. The Armour Interest Is 
probably the largest* In' the -Kansas City 
yards. The Armours,' Swift and ' Morris 
control tho East St. Louis . yards, the 
Armours and Swift* own the Fort. Worth 
yards, the Armours, Swifts aud Cudahys 
control tho Omaha yards, aud the Swifts 
control those nt Sioux City. *"• 

While the control of the Chicago yards 
Is held In Boston, tho Chicago packers 
have largo holdings of the stock also, nnd 
tholr recommendations would undoubted- 
ly have grant weight with tha eastern 
capitalists. 

' Tho plan for consolidating the various 
stock yards .has not; progressed as yet to 
a point where tlie amount of stock requir- 
ed has been more titan discussed. It un- 
doubtedly would run closo up to $100,- 
000,000, exclusive of the amount required 
Tor the original packing companies' com- 
bination, which la said to be $500,000,- 
000. '

Hills H. Roberts, treasurer of the Unit- 
ed States, in his annual report, says the 
magnitude of the availnblo cash lejpaiici 
sttd the unprecedented holdings of gross 
gold are the striking features of the con- 
dition, of; the treasury at. the close of-the 
fiscal year'1002, . The- net ordinary :rovo-. 
nu«»,for the year were $502,478,233, and 
the expenditures $471;190,857, . showing s 
surplus : of $01,287,370. . In comparison 
-with the J previous, year there was a de- 
crease of $25,207,104 In revenues and of 
$38,770,405 in. expenditures., While ther* 
was an Increase of $1G,850,262 in the re- 
ceipt* from customs, the Internal reve- 
nues, owing to repeal of: war taxes,', fell 
off $35,800,541 - 

■- The. total receipts of the year, from all 
sources, including the public debt, were 
< 1, 062,124,037,. nnd the 'disbursement*: 
$009,027,041, United States notes and 
treasury,' notes] wore redeemed, In gold ,to 
too amount of^lT.^.BOO of tha former 
and $1,274,500 of the latter without any 
impairment of the gold roserye of. $150,- 
000,000, -, i / 

Bonds of tho face valae of ?50,07 1,280 
wore purchased during the 'fiscal year for 
the sinking fund, at a total cost of $70,- 
410,230. *In September purchases 'were 
made of $25,300 bouds of tho loan of -1004 
at- 105, and in October 4 per cents of 
1025 wero bought to the'nmount of $10,- 
075,250 for principal, involving the pay- 
ment of $21,005,310. 

'The Interest due Oct 1, 1001,' amount- 
hag to $4,712,120, was anticipated Sept, 
16. That due Jan. 1, 1902, for $4,030,- 
836, was anticipated Dec. 16. On Sept. 
18, 1002, the Interest due Oct 1, $4,-

Decren.se of Public Debt. 

While the accounts of the public debt 
on their face show an Increase of $15,- 
283,512, if allowance bo made for tho In- 
crease of $57,024,400 in gold certificates, 
the nation ai obligations will be shown to 
have been diminished by $42,340,888 dar- 
ing tho, fiscal year. 

The bonds held' by. the treasurer as 
security for notes of national banks de- 
creased $9,080,700 during the year, but 
In the same time the securities held for 
deposits were $18,953,200 greater, 'so that 
the Increase in bonds held for both pur- 
poses was $9,872,500. : The bonds for cir- 
culation, which were on Oct. 1, 1901, 
$330,003,180, fell to $815,754,030 on Juno 
4, 1902, rising to $317,038,530 on June 
80; On Oct. 1 they were $320,023,270, 
and on Nov. 1 $338,082,270. These 
changes show a measure of elasticity In 
notes based on bouds.

The growth In the volume of money. in 
circulation during the year was $74,032,-

: The advance In circulation In- the vol- 
uine of gold, Including certificates, with- 
in twelvo 'years by $433,703,510 Is the 
measure of the greater strength of our 
circulation. The Increase in the future 
can hardly 'be less thnn $50,000,000 to 
$00,000,000 a year. 

-Tho gold In the treasury keeps In ac- 
tive circulation as currency tho certifi- 
cates issued b gainst ' It, and moreover, 
,$340,631,018. In United Btaotes notes 
and $30,000,000 In treasury notes, or over 
$140,000,000 more than Its own value. 
The question may well bo. considered 
whether the United States notes may not 
properly bu turned by Congress into gold 
certificates. They havo much that qual- 
ity^ already, and the change could be 
gradually made as the supply of, yellow 
metal takes on greater proportions. 

Thorn was a net Increase durlnir the 
fiscal year of 8G8 banks, 437 charters hav- 
ing been granted and ilxty-nino surren- 
dered; -The total number of banks' char- 
tered -to June 80, 1902,, was 0,825, of

Probable Action on Trusts. ^ 

Interest In the forthcoinltig message Is 
largely centered in what 'the President 
may have to say on the subject, of trust 
regulation, The President will urgo Con- 
gress to consider tills- subject carefully, . 
with tho vlow'to the enactment. of legis- 
lation which will regit lute the trusts with- 
out endangering the Industries in which 
they are engaged. . - ; 

' He has already Indicated that ho will 
favor a constitution^ amendment, if such 
an amendment is necessary, to enable 
Congress to net effectively. He has been 
adTiscd, however, by such a capable luw- 
ycr as Attorney' General Knox that the 
necessary power already exists," and bo 
will recommend legislation along. tho lines 
of the Attorney General's Pittsburg - 
speech. 

Tho mensage probably will refer to the 
strike In the anthracite mines and to the 
progress being made toward nn adjust- 
ment of the tiilDcultles between tho mine 
workers and tlio mine owners. 

There will be. nothing, in the message 
savoring of the abandonment of the prin- 
ciples of protection, but this will not pre- 
vent hiin from recommending the reduc- 
tion, by' direct enactment or' by reciprocal 
agreements with foreign' nations, of rates 
of duty which may no longer bo needed 
for purposes uf protection. 

It has been announced by a member of 
tho cabinet that the message will favor 
such reductions, and that it-will also urgo 
lhi> creation of a permanent commission 
which can at all times give expert con- 
sideration to the needs of tlio government 
mid of the varying, interests, thus en- 
abling It- to make recommendations lo 
Congress which will save the commit- 
tees charged with the preparation of 
revenue laws a great deal of Inbor nnd in- 
sure a more' Intelligent framing of micb 
laws. 

View* on Currency- Reform, 

Closely allied to' the question of reve- 
nue is. the subject of currency and bank-, 
ing reform. Secretary Shaw Is' heartily ■ 
in favor of the establishment of n ttys- 
tem of asset banking which would give 
greater flexibility to the national bank 
currency of the country, and would en- 
able the banks themselves to tide over- 
many periods of monetnry stringency, 
In which they must now appeal lo the 
treasury for help. If the President does 
jiot specifically recommend such legisla- 
tion in his message ho probably, will call 
the attention of Congress to the rccom- . 
mendntions of tha Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

Tho messngo will indorse the recom- 
mendations which Secretary Moody will 
innko In his annual report for tbe In- 
crease and Improvement of the navy. 

One of the" questions which may not bo 
finally disposed of by the President until 
just before bis message Is sent to the 
printers In the reference which ho will 
innke to tlic Panama cannl. As a. result 
of the report of Attorney Gene ml Knox, 
lib will bo able to Inform Congrcsn that 
the United States can acquire nn un- 
doubted- title to tho property of tho 
.French Panama canal company, and, If 
.the negotiations' with tlio Colombian gov- 
ernment had advanced as rapidly as had 
been hoped, he would be able to announce - 
that the way wns clear for the beginning 
of construction, work at once. The Co- 
lombian negotiations have dragged along 
in hucIi an unsatisfactory manner, how- 
ever, Hint It is doubtful If ho will bu ablo 
to tell Congress that it treaty has been 
negotiated complying with the terms oE 
the, Panama ennui act.
